propriate the amount of money necessary to secure state 
aid for the permanent improvement of highways, under the 
law passed at the January session, 1905. 


7th. To see if the town will vote to continue the pres- 
ent sewer from a point in front of Nathaniel Clark’s house 
to the river, and appropriate money therefor.
